Ne Details Given 
It gave no details as to men or 
fighting. 
But observers in London 
agreed that it meant a full-scale 
engagement between British and 
German forces on Norwegian soil, 
far exceeding in violence and stra­ 
tegic importance any of the weak 
and sporadic skirmishes that have 
occurred between the Maginot and 
Siegfried lines. 
The fact the communique was is­ 
sued by both the admiralty and war 
office was accepted as proof that

Authoritative circles said it was 
obvious that Britain had not simply 
landed squads, but a powerfully 
armed and large force, including 
heavy guns and considerable mech­ 
anization.

The war is spreading. Sweden m ay expect to become a bat­ 
tleground. 
The low countries of Belgium and Holland are in 


peril. 
The Balkans are a tinderbox where G erm an pressure is 
becoming increasingly relentless and which any day may be­ 


come aflame. 
Notwithstanding the extreme provocation 
to anger which 
this new manifestation of barbarism inspires, Americans must 
keep their emotions under effective control. And, what is equal­ 
ly important, Uncle Sam must continue to prepare for military 


dangers which such a situation holds*

And as 
for the family car, the youth who in 
childhood had learned self-denials 
and consideration for his parents, 
will first learn if toe family car is 
available for him before he makes 
the date. Guided well, he will have 
learned that in the use of the car 
his parents have the first place.

Charge Allies And Not Ger­ 
man у Abolished Neutrality 
Of Small Nations. 


(International News Service) 
BERLIN, April 
15.—The allies, 
not Germany, abolished the neutral­ 
ity of small nations^ German au­ 
thorities charged today tn reply to 
President Roosevelt’s criticism of 
the German invasion of Norway and 
Denmark. 
Recalling the Altmark incident is 
evidence of the German conten­ 
tion, the Germans contended that 
public statements by the allies gave 
neutrals to understand their neu­ 
trality would be permitted only if 
convenient for the allies. 
German sources declared: 
“Mr. Roosevelt should brush up 
on the events which culminated in 
the Scandinavian occupation. 
He 
must keep in mind that Germany 
cannot permit the allies to engage 
in actions disadvantageous strate­ 
gically to the Reich. 
Germany will not be caught nap­ 
ping. Perhaps Roosevelt eventually 
will realize that It is a question of 
winning the war and not talking in 
theoretical niceties, as the allies 
pretend, In order to pull the wool 
over his eyes.”

WASHINGTON, April 15.—A 
growing belief that President 
Roosevelt has decided against 
running for a third term spread 
through the capital today after 
two significant Democratic de­ 
velopment« over the week-end. 
One development was a formal 
announcement by Security Admin­ 
istrator Paul V. McNutt that he is 
taking a three weeks furlough “with 
the approval of President Roose­ 
velt” to tour the nation in the in­ 
terests of his own candidacy for the 
Democratic 
nomination. 
McNutt 
predicates his campaign “on the 
condition that President Roosevelt 
will not be a candidate for a third 
term”. 
The other was a public declaration 
by Rep. Sam RaJjurn, the presi­ 
dent’s leader in the house, urging 
Texans to support Vice President 
John Nance Gamer for the Demo­ 
cratic nomination. 
Declaring his 
personal loyalty to the president and 
the New Deal, Rayburn called Gar­ 
ner the “most distinguished citizen 
of Texas since Sam Houston”—but 
said nothing at all about a third 
term. 
Believe Inkling Given 
Observers believe both McNutt 
and Raybum have received some 
inkling that the president will not 
be a candidate for a third term. 
Both are strong supporters of the 
president; both have contacted him 
recently; both assert the president 
can be renominated if he wishes. 
Under these circumstances, observ­ 
ers feel McNutt would not campaign 
actively for the nomination, and 
that Raybum would not endorse 
G am er—unless each has some in­ 
formation indicating the president 
proposes to retire to private life 
when his present term ends. 
The MsNutt development has ad­ 
ditional significance, in that the 
president personally gave the In­ 
dianan permission to campaign for 
the Democratic nomination. 
Last 
July, the president announced that 
no appointive officer of the govern­ 
m ent-m eaning McNutt—would be 
permitted to campaign for the presi 
dency. Now, the president gives Mc­ 
Nutt a leave of absence, so that the 
Indianan may conduct his cam­ 
paign. 
To Vtait Every State 
The security administrator will 
visit every state, he announced, “ex­ 
cept those which are supporting a 
favorite son candidate”. He opens 
his tour in Michigan,

PLAN NOW FOR SUMMER 
DAIRY HERD FEEDING 
Spring is not too early to think of 
summer feeding of the dairy herd 
There are plans to make and esti­ 
mates of feed needs and supplies to 
consider. 
During the summer, pasture feed 
often becomes short because of hot, 
dry conditions. 
Then it is much 
more economical to feed silage or 
green crops than to try *fco keep up 
milk production by feeding large 
amounts of grain. 
Com silage that was not fed out 
during the winter may be used to 
advantage. In some sections dairy­ 
men have found grass or legume sil­ 
age a practical feed. 
The silo is 
filled a third to a half full and is 
fed out during July and August. The 
silage is cut short, tramped well, and 
sealed to prevent spoilage until time 
to feed. 
The most popular green feed used 
by Pennsylvania dairymen is soy­ 
beans. 
A small field of this high 
protein feed, conveniently close to 
the bam, where it can be cut daily 
will help to reduce grain feeding. 
Other crops that can be used are 
green com and green hay. Dry hay 
also can be used to supplement pas­ 
ture when silage or green crops are 
not available.

Many Lawrence county poultry- 
men use hay fields for poultry 
ranges. 
The growth is principally 
red clover, alfalfa and timothy. 
Since these legumes and the tim 
othy lack the dense cover of blue- 
grass they fail to keep the poultry 
out of the mud. They also tend to 
lodge which causes dampness near 
the soil. 
Whenever possible such 
growth better be cut before the pul­ 
lets are placed on range. 
Bluegrass makes a dense sod and 
furnishes green feed except in hot, 
dry weather. Sod strips along com 
have the added advantage of provid­ 
ing fowls access to shade. A proper 
mixture of grasses and legumes and 
good management of the pasture 
area, however, will serve to provide 
most requirements of a good range 
which a single kind often fails to 
give.

are compelled to refuse fares, and 
submit to abuse from passengers 
who still cannot understand there 
is a war on. 
The position is creating new 
problems in chivalry. Experience 
has taught the wise fellow that the 
surest place to find a cab is out­ 
side a big hotel, station, or other 
popular stopping place, where 
a 
cab can be caught on the rebound. 
Yet even that has its difficulties, 
from the point of view of chivalry. 
For example. A man had his 
hand on the door handle of a cab, 
when a woman pushed him aside, 
wtth a curt: “This is my cab. I was 
here first” Being a well-mannered 
man, he stopped the driver’s com- 
mens and let the lady have the cab. 
When a similar position arose a 
couple of evenings later, his chival­ 
ry was more strained, and the next 
woman who attempts to cab-crash 
in similar manner is likely to hear 
the simple truth about equality of 
the sexes where wartime cab-watch­ 
ing is concerned. 
Another angle to this cab situa­ 
tion is that it is making the for­ 
merly rather distant middle-class 
and 
upper-class Londoner more 
tolerant of his fellowmen. 
There are plenty of cases now­ 
adays where two complete strang­ 
ers agree to share a cab, should 
they be happening to go the same 
way. It is becoming more and more 
rare to find a cab with just one oc­ 
cupant after midnight, for the 
sharing habit appears to be catch­ 
ing on, especially where the cabman 
has picked up his fare at a station, 
a hotel, or restaurant. 


And it is leading to another and 
perhaps more sensational departure 
•the appearance of the well-dress­ 
ed hitch-hiker who. in desperation 
of getting a taxi-cab, stands in the 
roadway and attempts to thumb a 
ride aboard a newspaper truck, an 
early milk truck, or even aboard a 
private car.

Fox Tells How To 
FertHze Trees 


This spring, Owen Fox has re­ 
ceived many calls from amateur 
gardeners, and flower lovers, as to 
the best methods of fertilizing the 
soil for trees, flowers, etc. He found 
that a number had been placing 
fertilizer close to the base of trees, 
and in $he ground for growing 
flowers and vegetables. In the case 
of trees, the roots that are at the 
base are anchor roots, and the feed­ 
ing roots that give nourishment to 


the tree extend out the length of 
the outer twig. This is where the 
fertiliser should be placed. 
Holes 
should be made, about' 14 inches 
deep, fertilizer placed therein, then 
watered, and plugged up For the 
garden and flower bed. fertilizer 
should be placed on top of the 
ground, and taken down to the feed­ 
ing roots in the soil, by rain fall or 
hand watering. To plade the ferti­ 
lizer under ground, near the roots, 
will cause the latter to be burned 
from contact.
